To TiiK Eoiroii: — I notice in the ^itand- 
ard newapa[ier a communication from 
Maple I'liy signed Farmer asking an ex- 
plaiiatiun of " t he act to imcourage coal 
mining, particularly the l-llh and 15 sec 
tioiis." Kariner wouldalso like to know if 
llie crown grants we, i. e., the people of 
(Juwichaii, have received, give no riglit to 
the coal under the aoil. lie applied at 
the wrong shop, air, when he went to the 
Standard office for enlightenment. What 
nays the Standard man in reply to J''ar[n- 
er'a ijuestion I He tells hini to "examine 
your crown grams and ace if tho coal is 
- oXoepted. If it is tho government can 
sell the coal to tho owners of the land or 
any other )ien)on for 89 per acre." Now 
if Farmer does not understand the mean- 
ing of section 14 and lo of the (Jual Pros- 
pecting Act it is hardly fair to ask him 
to read bis crown grunt and expect him 
lo understand the meaning of it. How 
muuh better it would have been to have 
told Farmerat onco that he mi^ht rest hia 
anxious soul, inasmuch as every farmer 
in Oowichan who owns an acre of gromid 
ill the settlement, owns the coal beneath 
the surface tliereof, if there is any. 
Kverybody know.s,e.\coi)t Farmer of iMa])le 
Bay,that it was the Walkoui Uovernnient , 
of which Mr. Boaveii wits a member, thai 
introduced the act which denied the coal 
to a seltler who might buy and pay for 
hia land at irl per acre. This waa in 
187'.'. but us every farmer in Cnwieliati 
who has obt.ained a crown grant to Ins 
land, acquired hia title thereto years be- 
fore 1879, he ia not allected by the meah- 
upo. If Fanner would only read sectii.iii 
16 of the Coal I'reapecting Act, c;ucfully, 
he would surely be able to see that it was 
o.vpreu.sly framed to prevent ibo Walkein- 
Beavon act of JS7I* o[icrating harshly 
upon farmers who after L'^Ti) have obiaiiied 
or may obtain cniwii grant.') after payiiig.^J 
per acre for their land.

was passed in 187i>,liave tho coal conveytd 
to them in their crown grants, all who 
have nci|iiired or may acquire land since 
that act was pas.s-jd, thanks to the foster- 
ing care of the farmers' intereit whMi has 
so far been displayed by the Smithe gov- 
ernment, will now undei section l5of llie 
coal pro.spectiiig act liave the (irat right to 
buy the coal beneath the surface of their 
land.

Oanandlan Pacific Immigration- 

The British government has decided to 
olUciidly undertake to aid Irish emigra- 
tion into Canada on a colossal scale. 'I'lie 
proposition made by president .Stephen, 
of the Canadian Pacific railroad, on be- 
half of a synilieate of Canailian interests, 
has been practically abandoned. Stephen 
offered lo settle .50,000 of Irish poor in 
families of five each upon stocked and 
equipped farms in the iieigh borhooil of 
Winnipeg, [)a3-iiig all the cxpenaes of 
moving and settl ing iheiii, provided the 
goveriuuent loan the syndicate i'1,000,- 
000 without interest for f.eii years, the 
syndicate in turn to take a mortgage of 
8500 upon each farm without interest fur 
the first three years, and at G pur cent . 
after that. The settlers to have tho op- 
tion of securing their buildings in fee 
simple at any time upon the paymoni of 
S500. The British government at first 
favored the proposal, but Catholic [jriest.s 
in Ireland opposed it so strongly that the 
cabinet finally refused to entertain tho 
matter unless tho Dominion governmont 
guaranteed the payment of the loan. Sir 
.■\le.x. T. (Jalt, ex liigh ciimniissioiier to 
London, and Sir Chaa. Topper, his suc- 
cessor, both endeavoreil to -secure thin 
guarantee, but failed, owing, it is said, to 
the opposition of Lord Dull'erin, who has 
strong faith in the future of Canada, and 
trbo bent his energies to secure liirei'l ac 
Dion on the part uf the gtiveriiment in 
favor <if tlit^ Largest possible cmigrntioii 
to Canada. 

Tho Canadian ( lovcrn meiit having 
finally decided lo Kuul no otlicial ondor.se- 
laent to any railway scheme of immigra- 
tion, the British Oovornment tnok up 
Lord Diifferin's ideas, and have decided 
on undertaking to carry them out. .\ 
special conference was held at the iMaii 
aion House, and after a long discussion an 
elaborate sohenio of assiided emigration 
was roaolvod upon, based on tho priiici 
pies of the L'nited Stales homestead laws. 
The details of the scheme are not yet 
ready to place before the public, but it 
baa been decided to remove from Ireland 
and ?ettlo in Canada 'JOO.OOO of pour Irish 
people in family. Lands will be divided 
into sections of 100 acres, each sectioa to 
be provided with all buildings, equip- 
ments, Quintals, seed and food uecessury 
for tho beginning of farming upon un- 
broken land. Each settler will bo given 
the use of his hoineatead free for tho lir.st 
three years, and after that ho will bu re- 
C|uirod lo pay as rent three per cent. upon 
SSOO,but may at any time acquire abaoliUe 
title upon payment of the latter sum.

About 4 o'clock yesterday morning tho 
wife of Joseph Sherwin, architect, who 
lived aa well as had his oUice in the third 
story of tho Unitui lilock, di.scovered her 
husband dead in bed. In-fore the cumu- 
er'a jury it trans[)ired that iMr. .SlHTudn 
had been a sutferor frmii gastric troubles 
for the past liftcen years, which, in spite 
of all tho medical aiii and advice he could 
get in London, New York and San Fran- 
cisco, periodically persisted in racking 
him with the most excruciating pains, and 
1 at limes endangering lus lil'e. L ist night 
about 12 o'clock he u.as sui/ed witliDiie 
of these attacks, wliieh, in it.s nature and 
I pain, e.xceeiled any |irevii)us luie. Ur. 
: Saylor was summoned, who, upon viewing 
I his patient, saw that the man was suBor- 
: ing from an unusually severe attack of 
1 neuralgia of the stoinacli, and that im- 
mediate means uai-^t be ad.iiited for his 
relief lest dr ith supervene. The doctor 
gave him a glas.s of brandy and adiiiinis- 
terod a hyperderinic injection, and after 
working with him for half an hour, sue 
ceeded in alleviating the pain and .lecur- 
ing alcop to his patient. 

Mrs. Shorwin, who w:is attending upon 
hor husband with tho doctor, was left in 
chargo of the patient. She says Mr. 
Sherwin rested quietly after the doctor 
left, and appeared to be in a natural 
sleep. Lying down upon the aofa about 
2 o'clock this morning she fell asleep, and 
did not wako again till 4 iu tho morning, 
when, ongoing to her husbaiul's bedside, 
ahe found hiiii ilead, as above staled. 

Mr. Slieruiii was a native of lOugUiid, 
and was -Itj years of age .il lie- I one ul his 
death. He leaves an ullect lon.iie wife 
who deeply mourna her lo.fs. Ui ie ised 
was a member of the Hritiali Hem videiit 
Society.

The business panic at Winnipeg threat- 
ens to reach aa great an e.'ctrenie as that 
attained iu an opposite direction by her 
abnormal property "boom" which im- 
parted an artiticial vigor to all branches 
of business. It was a state of things, 
however, that could not last, and after a 
transitory period of fever-heat specula- 
tion cauiu the re-action which has ruined, 
not hundreds, but thousands of business 
men. The cause of this is not hard tu 
discover, and was long ago apparent to 
calculating observers from afar who hav- 
ing no intereatd at ntake were enabled to 
form aiij impartial opinion which would 
have been re-echoed by many long head- 
ed business men who have been engulted 
in this linancial ruin, had not their cool 
brains been heated by tho prospect of big 
fortunes to be easily and quickly realized. 
U would bo easy to moraliiie and lay 
claim to foresight in connection with this 
commercial paralysis, did any credit for 
aetiiteneaa relied upon the ;r.r.ra!i/,cr; but 
it roiiuirod no excosaivo amount of acu- 
men to perceive that disastrous results 
must necessarily ensue as a conaeiiiieiice 
of speculations cuudiicted on an artiticial 
basis. Tho city of Winnipeg which has 
attained great dimensions ia well laid out, 
and tho large, handsome business build- 
ings fronting on the broad atroefs, give it 
a very impressive mercantile apiiear- 
anco. 

A town or city whose prosperity is to 
be lasting and ever-iiicieasing must pos- 
sess natuial advantages, either by otlering 
in it.-.elf a mart for the products of a 
aurioumling agricull iiral country, by iie 
ing the cenlru of important industries, 
or by formingtheheart of a .sjstem of com- 
mercial trafliu. In the "gidden NSesi" 
there are many instances of miners camp.s 
becoming in a few months important 
townaites, and again (when a rich strike 
has proved to have beoii so only in name, 
or h,i9 after a year or two s interval, been 
Worked out) relajijiiiig into a sl.ale of 
almost pristine solitude, types of the 
"strange mutability of luini.aii allairs. ' 
Hut this need not and will nol be thi' 
ease with Winnipeg. Her puaitiiui iu tlie 
midst of a vast, almost illimitable tract i>f 
agricultural land, is excellent. Her only 
error has been that alio "cut thi> corn be 
fore it waa ripe" or in other words anlu'i 
patod the resources of an unde\ eloped 
country. She will recover from her re- 
verso and again go ahead, more slowly, 
but more surely, and as the vast furmint;

Paeilie railway. A subsidy of 750,000 
acres of land was also granted to the com- 
pany, and ibis giani includes sonio valua 
ble mining locatinua.

All c.auae 
for heartburning gone; every grievance j 
redressed and a ciunjilote reconciliation i 
with the fodenil iuil horities. Ia not that 
a dainty dish to set before the people, who 
in place of stagmition see progreaa, and ; 
who inateiid oi the evila of atrife begin 
already to ap[ireciate the blessings of 
pe.ice." 

On the c)therh:iiid a deputation wailed 
on the minister to ask him to adviae the 
diaallowanco of "the Kcotenay bill," 
which was [)as3ed at tho last aeasiun of 
the l.ical legislature. This ia a purely 
li>cal question, involving tho expenditure 
of H.niio So, 000,000 in opening up ihe 
Kooteiiay district. 'I'lf i^olonint aaya: 

"(t.ir idea of the Kootonay bill is this: 
That the promoters have shown a diaposi- 
tioii to carry out their obligationa, and in 
having couimencod the conatruction of a 
w,-igoii r.iail wliii'li is intended to give 
them coiinecliim willi the Canadian i^a- 
cific railway, have furnished a substantial 
giiaranteo of uarnestneaa and good faith. 
I'hey iMoposo to open a mineral country 
which h.'ts lain idle since creation, to make 
It accessible to the free miner as well as 
the c.ipitaliat, and by the expenditure of 
.III i-iiorminis capital to loy bare its 
riches ." 

No doubt the iiiinislor of justice will 
give the whole .pieslion the bonefit of bis 
experienced consideration. Ue cannot 
fail to lake notice of all tho currents of 
local feeling on the ijueation.

Batavia, Aug. 28. — The eruploin of 
the volcano on the island of Kiakato.t con 
tniiiea, and iNorlli Bantam, Java, ia cov 
eied with ashes, mud and atones. Crops 
are ruined and roads and bridges dam 
aged. The European quarter at Argier 
and the Chinese camp at Morak were 
swept away by tho overflow. The river's 
tidal wave also swamped the lower quar- 
ters of Batavia.

Mr. Francisque'Sa'roey has just favurod 
the readers of the .^iiietef/i^/i C'e;i/»( ;/ with 
a dissertation on the delicate aubjoct of 
professional secrecy, and the ubligtitioii it 
somotiinoa inipoaes of telling a lie. Tho 
circumstances of a case citod by him in 
which the seal of secrecy was broken aro 
of a very dramatic «haracter. A lady 
whoae daughter waa about to be married 
having acquired a suspicion that the an- 
tecedents of the fiance were not of tho 
moat deairtible character -that ho had, in 
fact, undermined his coiistitiitioii by 
early dissipation — called upon his medi- 
cal adviaor. Dr. Dulpech, ono of tho 
moat diatinguished professors of the Mont- 
pullior ftioulty of medicine, confided her 
suspicions to him, and asked if they were 
well founded. Tho doctor fenced with 
the question as well aa he could, and tried 
to avoid giving a direct answer. The 
lady insisted, "1 do not addrosn you as a 
professional man," she said, "but I ask 
you, as the father of a family, would you 
give your daughter to this young man?" 
Oierctune by this apposl, the doctor gave 
a reluctant answer in tho negative, and 
the marriage was broken off. 

Somo days afterward the carriage in 
which the doctor uaed to drive to his 
class came to a stand before the door at 
the medical flcliool, but withuut either 
the [iliysician or the coachman, wdio were 
botli fouiui lying dead on the road 
at sDiiio distance, each with a bullet 
lodged in a vital ptirt. The circumatancoa 
of tho murder wore aliroudod in mystery 
for a time; but eventually the dead body 
of a young man, who had blown hia braina 
nut, wan found lying in a room the win 
dowa of which looked upon tho aceiio of 
the assatisinatimi. It was the body of tho 
young man whom Dr. Delpech aaid ho 
would not accept as a son-in-law; and 
thuro could, of course, bo no retiaodoble 
doubt that ho was the asaaaain. — St.Juvieb 
Uazelle.

SONS OF OOLS MUTION. 

'•nc'THOUSAND^ Fi^^^ OF NEW 

ZEALAND SHEEP UNLOADING AT LONDON. 

If anyone desires a novel acnsatiou, let 
him leave the haunts of Weai End life 
and pouetrato the regions of the East to 
where the Lady. Jocolyri, a ship of over 
2000 tons burden, is now disolnvrging hor 
cargo of frozen mutton in tho v ictoria 
dock. Tho Great Eastern railway takes 
you there from Fonchurch atreet in leas 
than half an hour, and in return for your 
trouble, if tho 0000 Ciircasses of sheep 
which lately arrived in her direct from 
Wellington, New Zealand, are not already 
landed and sent off to Smithfiold, you will 
behold'tho solution of one of tho problems 
of the ago — the question, namely, of the 
tupply uf tho LiuKtoii lUiirket with fresh 
meata from tho antipodes. It ia only two 
years since thia new trade began . It coat 
.fuOOO to fit a ship like tho Lady Jocelyii 
with refrigerating upparatua, with the re- 
sult that rooms are provided with some 
200 or 300 tons of cargo at a temperature 
which, during a three months' voyage, 
quite regardless of the heat of the tropica 
through wdiich the vessel sails after round- 
ing Cape Horn, ia nover allowed to rise 
above freezing point, and is, for the most 
part, far bolow it. 'Tho dock laborers, as 
they work at the task of unloading, pause 
now and again to blow on their hands, for 
they aro working in a cliniiito of tin Eng- 
1 iah Christmas or a Now Zcidand July. 
The carcaaaea, each wrapped in a neat 
wdiite shroud of sacking, and that again 
coated over w ith thick hoar frost, aro hard 
as stones. Though the main cargo is mut- 
ton, beef is also represented, and aome 
turkeys and fiah have also been thrown 
in, so that Londoners may know what 
"achiiappurs" taste liki;, and investigalo 
tho iiiorits of "king fish. " But the main 
interoat of tho cargo lies, of course, in 
the COCO odd sheep which four months 
ago were bleating in New Zealand, and 
are now, we are told, soiling for seven 
pence a pound as fresh mutton to the 
butchers in Smitlifiold. Tho carcases 
weigh sixty-five to eighty pminds. The 
aheop aro a cross between the small mer- 
ino and the larger Leicester ewe. The 
mutton ia aaid to be excellent, and some 
of it no doubt has appeared on 
West End tables. The trade evidently 
admits of great development. 

To return, however, to our ship. How 
is tho cold produced f It ia produced by 
a steam engine of 115 horae power, which, 
setting in motion a "dry air process" luti 
chine, fills with iiitonse cold an interval 
which is left between the sidea of the iced 
room and the sides of the ship, and also 
fills various channels of flues which cross 
and recruss the.so marine lardora. To 
maintain the required tempenittiro the 
engine haa to be kept going thirteen 
hours out of the twenty-four, and coii 
bumos each day about two ami ;i half tiuis 
of coal. The burning (piustion among tlui 
shippers is whether the new trade, which 
will plainly be a large one, will be best 
worked by steam or by sail. Pridiably 
experience alone will di^cide. There is 
much to be atiid on both sides. .A ateam- 
er would perform the journey in little 
more than half tho time employed by a 
sailing ship. On the other hand, the 
Lady Jocelyn's cargo has arrived in much 
better condition than that of a steamer, 
the British King, which preceded hor by 
a few weeks. — English Paper. 

SHOCKING CRIME IN NOVA SCOTIA- 



A BLIND AND CRIPPLED COLORED GIRL 
MURDERED BY HER LITTLb STEP- 
SISTER. 

A horrible murder, which still remains 
shrouded in mystery, waa committed near 
(tuyaboro', N. S., a few days ago. The 
victim was a deaf, dumb, and blind c(d- 
orod girl, about twenty years old, and tho 
crimo is alleged to have been committed 
by her liltlo step sister. The conmor's 
jurj', after the examination of several 
witnosaos, rendered a verdict that Ada 
Bayard, the unfortunate young wonitin, 
caiiiu to her death at the hand of some 
person or persons unknown. Tho only 
witness who testified to having wit- 
iiesaod any acts of violanco toward tlu^ 
deceased was a colored girl, aovon years 
of ago, uamed Eliza Manafield, a 
daughter of Bayard'a second wife. This 
child swore to have seen a little five year- 
old sister strike deceased on the head 
with an ax. She saw thia through a win 
dow of tho hmiae. Tho dour of the house 
waa buttoned on the iusiiie, anil Elizti gut 
in by a window and took the axe friuii the 
child. The father was away to town. 
He roturnod aomo time in the evoiiing, 
and tho mother later. Bayard testifioil 
that when ho returned home the girl wns 
still living. Eliza told him the same 
story as that given by her at the inquest, 
and ho gave hia little daughter a aevoro 
chastisement. It tranapired that the 
murdered wmneii, besides being diMf, 
dumb, and blind, waa a cripple, and that 
ahe had been left by hor father shut up 
for three days in May last without proper 
attention. A doctor teatified that the 
skull of tlie deceaaeil had beiui injured, 
and that ho had found a wound on her 
left ahouldor, evidently intlicted by some 
blunt inatrumenl. Ho thought two or 
throe blows on tho head had caused 
doath, but he did not ihink it poaaible 
that they could hiivo been intlicted by a 
child fivo years old. Tho general iuiprea- 
sion ia that the child who Eli/.a swore did 
tho deed waa physi&illy incapable of doing 
ao. — St. John Ulobe.
